‘Tae application by the German Consul- 
Goueral to the Chamber of Commerce 
for information as to the amount of 
gold exported from aud imported into 
Chiu gives us an opportunity of draw.

tion on bullion movements in China aud 
Hongkong. It-is partly true, as the 
Committee of the Chamber say in their 
“Report, that there is little doubt that 
with portable article such as gold, « 
large quantity may be imported and ex- 
ported without any reoord. We should 
be inclined to say that the imports aud 
exports of gold which are unrecorded 
in the Customs or the manifests of 
ships may in the aggregate and iv any 
year amount to # considerable sum. 
Bat do importatious or exportations of 
gold now take pluce to any great ex- 
tent at any particular time which are 
uot recorded ? No donbt the value of 
gold is ocoasioually underatated by dis- 
honest shippere in order to save freight ;

The CuarnMay said—Gentlem 
your permission we will take the 
of the last general meeting as read, as they 
have been already published. The next 
thing will be to the report and ac- 
counts. I do not know that there is much 
to be said in connection with the report, 
but I will take a few of the more important 
pointa in the order as they appear. It has 
been considered at various times that it 
would be desirable to improve the present 
circular, so that it might obtain a larger 
circulation, and as one of the public trade 
reports has ceased and another is about to 
cease being published, the Committee think 
that this would be a good time to improve 
their circular. With this object in view, 
the Secretary and myself went to seo Mr. 
‘Maclean on the matter, and he very kindly 
showed us his system of getting up 
statistics, etc. There should be no diffi. 
culty about that portion of the work. But 
the cirsular would have to be issued weekly 
instead of fortnightly, and therefore the 
members of the ber would have to 
subscribe somewhat more than ‘they do 
at present, This is of course a matter 
which the Committee could not decide, and 
werhave merely brought forward the » PRED. 
sition to have it discussed and to nee if there 
‘Were any suggestions to be offered,

would act ingly. To enable members 

better to estimate the feasibleness of the 

scheme it may be as well if I give a few 

figures as to the New Circular. ‘One thou- 

sand copies of the circular per week would 

cost Tis. 2,830 per annum, and if of these 

550 copies were sold at one mace, weekly, 

it would leave us a surplus of Tis. 30 and 

450 circulars to be given away wookly, and 

for office files, etc. Or if we printed 1,000 

copies, costing Tis. 2,830, and sold 900 at 

the reduced price of 7 candareens each, it 

would bring us in per annum Tis. 3,276, 

leaving us 100 of each for distribution, 

office, files, etc., and a surplus of Tis, '446 

per annum. If we have only 600 printed 

the cost would be Tis. 2,414, and if we sell 

500 at one mace weekly, which is about 

the number purchased now, the cost would 

be more than covered, leaving a surplus of 

Tis. 186, and 100 copies for giving away, 

office etc., so that if the members will take 

each week what they do now each fortnight 

and pay at the rato of one mace per copy 

we shall have a very good surplus: At 

present the circular does not pay for itself, 

there being always a loss of from Ts. 80 to 

‘Tis 100 per annum upon it. In bringing 

this matter forward the Committee did not 

expect the question to be decided, the only 

way that can be done is to have a list sent 

round and see what suppert they would have 

from the members for the proposed increase. 

Thenext thing in the report towhichI would 

refer is the Sir Harry Parkes memorial, 

but all T have to say’is that I have been 

Privately informed our letters ‘had been 

Teceived and that everything was being 

done to forward the matter, and probably 

by next mail the Committee will have some 

definite information. As to the Woosung 

bar, I might say that this Chambor has 

been in correspondence with the Consuls for 

sometime past, but it has been thought 

well not to publish the correspondence 

which has been carried on, however it is here 

in the Chamber and is open to all members 

who wish to see it, and I think it, very do- 

sirable that all those members interested 

in shipping, particularly, should see it for 

themselves. As tothe Additional Article in 

the Chefoo Convention, I think it well to 

say that by an oversight the last two letters 

between the Chamber and Mr. Hughes 

have been left out, but-as they hav 
published in the papers you all know what 
they are. Ianay say as to the Postal charges 
that it will be for the next Committee to 
address the British authorities upon the 
subject, if they consider it desirable, Ido 
not know that I have any other remarks to 
make upon the report which I propose to 
put to the meeting. 

Mr. Henrz—With regard to the circular, 
=I do not know whothor this in the tims 
to say it—but it seems to me that it is 
one of the inducements to become a 
member of the Chamber, to get a cortain 
number of copies of the circular free. I 
think that it would be highly detrimental, 
to break up this one of the very few tangible 
advantages possessed by the members, and 
think it would be a great pity to destroy 

‘The Crarnatay said that an far an he oodld 
see the whole thing depended upon how 
many members would support the proposed 
increase when the lists were sent. round. 
They could not go on as they were at present 
giving away more than they sold, and unless 
the price of the circular was increased they 
could hardly continue it. 

Mr. Riuxcer suggested printing only the 
number of copies which the members would. 
take, which he thought would relieve the 
Chamber of some expense. 

‘The Cxarr@an said it would be a great 
advantage if, instead of 500 copies at one 
mace each a fortnight, 500-at one mace, 
were sold ‘a week. But if they sold 900 
copies at 7 candareens each they would 
also have a surplus so that by either of the 
schemes proposed the circular would more 


















than pay for itself. 
Mr. Henry it you raise the price; or do 
aey with the free copies, the question 
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is whether the Chamber will not lose mem- 
bers in consequence. - 

‘The Cuarruan said that they simply 
wanted to seo if they could improve the 
sirealar, and that could only be doue by 
the support of the members. If they would

The Cuaruax—The next business be- 
fore the meeting is to pass the accounts. 
Unfortunately the expenditure exceeds the 
the income considerably (laughter), and I 
seo no‘ way to get over that, except by 
the increaso of revenue we might make out 
of the new circular or increase in the sub- 
actiption. Before I put the resolution I 
will be very glad to hear any gentleman 
who has anything to say as to the accounts. 
‘Mr Wezou said that it appeared to him 
that the item of rent was a very big one. 
It was not necessary to keep a whole house 
for the Chamber of Commerce und they 
might get other premises for Tls. 360 per 
annum, 

The Cuarastax—Tho lease of the present 
premises expires on the 30th Juno next, 
and both the Secretary and myself have 
gone around looking at various premises, 
und seeing the owners, to try whether we 
could not get more suitable accommodation 
at-less rent. We have also asked our 
landlord to reduce the rent, and I think 
that that is the point where we can make 
some little saving. We pay Tis. 700 for 
those two offices, with two living rooms for 
the Scoretary, the other part of this house 
is not rented by the Chambers. But 
when we looked about we saw that there 
wore no premises better than these that we 
could get. We must have a good sized 
room for our meetings, although it is 
possible to hold our annual meeting in a 

wublic place like the Club, the Committe: 

fave to'meet ‘very often and we also want 
room to put up our books and archives, 
for if they are worth Keeping at all they 
are worth keoping well. ‘The Secretary has 
always had two rooms for himself, and I 
know of no place more suitable for our work 
ata less rent. We certainly have endea- 
voured to find it, but we have not succeeded. 
‘The only alternative I see is to increase the 
subscriptions to the Chamber, and I leave 
it to the members to say whether that 
would be a satisfactory move.
